PAY IN INSTALMENTS 


Proposal to Exclude Outside

A tax rate of 46 mills was passed 
by the City Council last night and 
the Assessor empowered to prepare 
tax notice for mailing to property 
owners. An amendment by Ald 
Clarke to make the mill rate 47 and 
revise down the service tax, business 
tax and other “nuisance taxes which 
only aggravate but don't produce 
revenue’ so a8 to 
budget in a different manner, 
no seconder.
